said all phases of the flight a p ­ 
peared norm al up to that point, 
and that the second stage w a s 
continuing to hum.

There now will ensue a period of prob­ 
ing into the realities of the two Chinas. 
This will be the first consequence of 
France’s diplomatic recognition of th e 
People’s Republic of China. 
This republic's capital is Peking. Its 
territory encompasses traditional China. 
It is not the republic whose capital is 
Nanking and whose provisional capital is 
Tapei on Taiwan. That is the Republic of 
China. 
France already had diplomatic relations 
with the Republic of China 
As long as the People’s Republic of 
China seemed to be a dependent of the 
Soviet Union. French President Charles 
de Gaulle saw no reason to have diplo­ 
matic mission in Peking. The split be­ 
tween Peking and Moscow has changed 
that. 


THE TRUTH is. the split changed the 
picture for every country that didn't have 
a diplomatic mission in Peking. T h e 
further truth is for the United States that 
it changed the picture for this country, 
too. Red China — the People’s Republic 
of China — is not going to go away be­ 
cause the United States abhors what it 
stands for 
The Republic of China on Taiwan is not 
going to reconquer mainland China and 
return to Nanking There have been two 
Chinas since 
1949 
There will be two 
Chinas for many years to come 
The United States has guaranteed the 
existence of the Republic of China against 
threats by the People’s Republic And in 
cold fact the United States also has guar­ 
anteed 
the 
People's 
Republic 
against 
threats by the Republic 
It will not let 
either of them fight the other. 


This, too. is part of the realities of the 
two Chinas. 


THE 
QUESTION 
always 
has been 
whether Chinese Nationalists would re­ 
turn to the mainland to rule China proper. 
That 
possibility 
has 
grown 
more 
re­ 
mote with each passing year. France now 
believes it is too remote to be a factor in 
international relations. 


Its diplomatic recognition of 
Peking 
signifies neither approval nor disapproval 
of the People’s Republic of China, a Com­ 
munist dictatorship. 


It signifies only that the People’s Re­ 
public exists and its existence is inde­ 
pendent of the Union of .Soviet Socialist 
Republics, another Communist dictator­ 
ship.

The United States also could 
express its doubts whether the

A. J Griffiths of Youngstown, 
who

protest 
against the cut in service, was 
one of several persons to testi­ 
fy when the 
hearing opened 
Tuesday. Griffiths, who works 
with the American Veterans of 
World 
War 
ll. 
said 
he 
has 
been a rider of the Youngstown- 
Cleveland train since 1946. 
The railroad uses one good 
coach on that run. but the others 
are dirty, cold and old.” Grif­ 
fiths testified He said elimina­ 
tion of the 9 25 train out of 
Cleveland has made it neces­ 
sary for him to stay in Cleve­ 
land overnight when he handles 
veterans business here. 
The railroad cut its .service 
last Oct. 28 from six to two 
trains, contending that revenue 
does not 
meet 
operating ex­ 
penses. 
Even with service cut to two 
daily commuter trains, the E-L 
will lose about $30,000 this year. 
Canny said 
Edward Schneider of Aurora. 
Cleveland Illuminating Co eng­ 
ineer, said elimination of the 


evening train has inconvenienc­ 
ed him on evenings when he

overtime 
and

night classes. He said driving 
a car was an added expense. 
“ You wouldn't want to oper­ 
ate your business at a loss?” !

What’s the most practical test 
of a diet? That you lose satis­ 
factorily? No. Even that falls 
short of the goal. The only diet

the weightline tell you. 
“I 
weighed 
1834 
pounds, 
height 5’6 4 " . I followed a low 
calorie diet for six months but 
with little success. Then I sent 
for your hip slimming exercises, 
and your protective diet pat­ 
tern. I stayed with the diet and 
exercise plan for six months 
and got down to 140 pounds. 


“THE BEST PART of t h e 
story...this happened at least 23 
years ago! 
I now weigh 151 
pounds. 
In all these years I 
have never weighed more than 
155. Tell your dieters that, with 
changed food habits, weight can 
be controlled Assure them it is 
worth the effort in appearance 
and health ” She signed h e r ­ 
self, “ An old time loser.” Hur­ 
ray for the winner! 
Surveys on the number of re­ 
ducers who stay slim are rath­ 
er dismal. So a letter like the 
above is most heartening Only 
by establishing a protective pat­ 
tern of eating while you are 
reducing 
can 
you 
acquire 
a 
healthy hold on the food habits 
that enable you to stay at ideal 
weight. 
The second factor is exercise 
The dieters who stay slim com ­ 
bine exercise with calorie curb­ 
ing. Toned muscles discourage 
fat padding 
Also, with exer­ 
cise you feel more alive, and 
this in turn encourages the ex­ 
ercise habit. 
In keeping slim, the char­ 


acter of the daily m eals is more 
important than calorie counting 
We nutritionists are inclined to 
emphasize the importance of 


protein and the protective foods 


for reducing. These foods are 
essential to safe reducing, and 
they provide the bargains in 


calories. 


THEY FURNISH the nutri­ 


ents needed for repair and re­ 
placement. Make the protective 


foods — lean meat, fish. fowl;
